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STATEMENTS 

Pursuant to the guidelines of the MPEP 1308 and in accordance with 37 CFR §1.313, Applicant 
respectfully requests permission to withdraw the referenced patent application from issuance. 
The Issue Fee was paid on April 13, 2005 and a speedy review and grant is requested. The 
present application was previously published as U.S. Published Application No. 200501 13527. 

Applicant is Shinemound Enterprises Inc., being the assigned owner of the patent application 
referenced herein. Applicant requests permission to withdraw the patent application from 
issuance and further requests that the application be expressly abandoned. Without prejudice, 
Applicant wishes to abandon the application and does not wish to file a continuation application.
